lease of the Osage oil lands made 
by the Territory Illuminating Com- 
pany, 


The eviden<se, which will be com- 


pleted in another week, is first to be 
presented 
to 
Preslden-t 
Roosevelt, 


then to congress with a petition from 
the state to annul the lease which 
is made to expire in 1906, upon the 
charge that favoritism was shown on 
the part of the federal officers in its 
making. 


The leasing of the O»age Indian 


lands for oil purposes has been the 
subject of spirited correspondence be- 
tween Governor Haskell and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, wherein the former 
told the president that the records 
justified congress 'bringing charges of 
impeachments against him, proposed 
that congress should be fully inform- 
ed, but as to his charges against 
President Roosevelt, Governor Has- 
kell said in the absence of a court 
to reach the matter, he was willing 
to 
leave the 
case to the "great 


American jury." 


"Our evidence is the recoi ds and 


sworn testimony of those who went 
to Washington to sec th.it the rights 
of the land owners were protected," 
said Governor Haskell today, "and1 


it bears my charge against the presi- 
dent. He will be given an opportunity 
to right the wrong to the Osage 
Indians, and failing in (Ms we will 
present the case to congress and ask 
that the illegal contract be annulled." 


The attorneys for the state were 


here last night. A new feature, ac- 
cording to Governor Haskell, is that 
the depositions bhow the represen- 
tatives of Illuminating Oil Company 
went to Washington to have a re- 
newal of the lease made by the fed- 
eial government, but they could hard- 
ly get a hearing, and when it was 
given the proposition was flatly re- 
jected. In December, 
1904, Barns- 


dale and Guffey purchased a majority 
o? the stock at a low figure, and 
they were immediately received. Gov. 
Haskell asserts, 
by both President 


'Roosevelt and Secretary Hitchcock. 
The evidence also shows the Osages 
were anxious -to get rid of middle 
opera^er, in this case the Illuminat- 
ing Oil Company, and deal direct with 
the sublessee. 
It was the custom, 


for the illuminating company to sub- 
lease the land for oil purposes in 
blocks of 1,120 acres, sometimes se- 
curing as high as thirty thousand 
dollars bonus and one-sixth royalty, 
whereas the last lease and now com- 
plained of, Gov. Haskell states, was 
renewed by the president and secre- 
tary of 'the interior to the middle 
operator of one-eighth royalty with 
no bonus. From the 630,000 acres, 
Gov Haskell estimates the Indians 
should have received twentj millions 
more than they did
